Recen tly I 
spen t two weeks at 2.300 feet elev a­ 
tion an d fou n d it u n believ ably easy 
to breathe. In fact, u n til I spen t 
some tim e at the lower altitu de I 
did n ot realize how short of breath 
I d been at home. Do y ou thin k the 
ben efit from the lower altitu de is 
su fficien t to ju stify m y mov in g 
from home? 
A —O rdin arily we adju st to alti­ 
tu des u p to abou t 10,000 feet with­ 
ou t mu ch difficu lty . I fs n ot easy 
to pu ll u p stakes so I d thin k a 
lon g er trial at the lower altitu de 
mig ht be distin ctly worth con sider­ 
in g before arriv in g at a decision . 
It s ju st possible that some factor 
other than altitu de was respon sible 
for the apparen t im prov em en t. For 
ex ample, lf it were a v acation , it 
mig ht hav e been relax ation from 
rou tin e du ties. Or it m ig ht hav e 
been the compan y . Or the in flu en ce 
of a dry spell. Or ev en the m ere 
factor of chan g e. Like the in creased 
appetite we som etim es en joy when 
we g o to a restau ran t for a meal 
an d sm ack ou r lips at food that s 
n ot as g ood or as well prepared as 
w h ats serv ed at home.

Bu t can cers 
of the cerv ix are v ery common . 
In deed breast an d cerv ical can cers 
m ake u p the v ast m ajority of- 
m alig n an cies affectin g the adu lt 
fem ale. 
When the u teru s is su rg ically 
rem ov ed (hy sterectom y ), the cer­ 
v ix is u su ally left. That s why the 
operation is called a su pra-cerv ical 
hy sterectom y , m ean in g that on ly 
the portion abov e the cerv ix is 
taken ou t. Howev er, when both the 
body an d cerv ix of the u teru s are 
rem ov ed, the procedu re is called a 
total hy sterectom y . An d. ain ee the 
su pra-cerv ical operation is sim pler 
an d som ew hat safer than the com ­ 
plete rem ov al, it is often fav ored 
ex cept u n der u n u su al con dition s. 
Perhaps y ou can n ow see the 
n eed for fu ll in form ation before 
an sw erin g w hat appears to be a 
sim ple qu estion . 
For, if a total 
hy sterectom y has been perform ed, 
the risk of can cer is redu ced to the 
v an ishin g poin t an d there’* n o n eed 
to do s P ap test. 
On the other han d, if the pro­ 
cedu re was a su pra-cerv ical hy ster­ 
ectomy , the can cer-bearin g are a is 
still presen t an d the n eed for a Pap 
test is aa g reat as it was before the 
operation .

Plan* Soon 


Havens said the university has 
instructed the development firm of 
Sk idmoie, Owings A- Merrill of Chi­ 
cago to submit a campus plan to 
the university trustees within two 
or thiee months. 
The Chicago City Council ap­ 
proved Wednesday the 
trustees' 
selection of the Harrison-Halsted 
site. 
Still 
pending are approval 
fiom the State Housing Board and 
federal officials. Some site area

“ With the City Council approval, 
we now are proceeding with a 
definite 
campus 
plan,’’ 
Havens 
said, “ with an approved plan in 
hand in about two months, the 
university then will be in a posi­ 
tion to select architects for de­ 
veloping specific building plans. 
“ The building plans are ex pected 
to tak e about a y ear to develop, so 
we are aiming at July 1962 for 
letting contracts and starting con­ 
struction. Tins would give us two 
y ears for completing the buildings 
that will be needed for the initial 
enrollment of 9 .000 students in the 
fall of 19 64.’’ 
Ramp Ty pe Garages 
Havens said ramp-ty pe garages 
up to three stories high probably 
would he .scattered throughout the 
campus. Most students as well as 
staff members ale

to 
commute to classes daily , in con­ 


trast to campus arca residences 
common to Champaign-Urbana. 
The high-rise buildings would be 
used for an administration build­ 
ing. other staff offices and possibly 
a student union.
